i lereas Wee haue found by experience, that notwithſtanding 
7 che ſtrict and ſeuere Lawes made and ſtanding in foꝛte againſt leſuites, 
J Pricſts, and others hauing taken Oꝛders by authoꝛity dertued, 02 pꝛe⸗ 
tended to be deriued, from the Sea ol Rome, and notwithſtanding 
| foꝛmer reſtraints and pꝛohibitions, by Pzoclamation, andotherwile, 
FN f many of them haue pꝛelumed to reſozt, and remaine within this Our 
2 4 Realme, and other parts of Our Domintons, and there doe dayly 
[| «3 a 75 endeauour to withdꝛaw and Seduce Our Dublects from the true 
Ie a 0: L7 Religion of Almighty God, and from their due Allegiance and obedt⸗ 
ente towards Us their liege Lozd, and that many of Pur Subiects 
miſled by them, haue aduentured to reteiue, harbour, and maintame them, and thereby haue in⸗ 
curred the danger of Our Lawes: 

And therefoꝛe not finding that good effect which wee did, and might iuſtly expett o am foꝛ⸗ 
mer courſe taken in that behalfe, Wee haue thought fit, and doe hereby publiſh Our Royall 
pleaſure and Command, That carefull and dfligent ſearch bee made by all Our Officers and 
Miniſters, and by all others to whom it may appertaine,foz all Icſuites, Prieſts, and others, hauing 
taken Oꝛders by authoꝛttie derined oꝛ pꝛetended to bee dermed from the Sea of Rome, and that 
whereſoeuer, and whenſocuer they ſhall be found , they bee appꝛehended, and committed to the 
common Gaole ofthat County. where they ſhall bce found, There to remaine without Baile 
oꝛ Painepaſe, vnttil by due courſe of Law they ſhall bee tryed, aud pzoceeded with accozding to 
Law ; which wee will ſhall bee done with all tonuenient expedition: And ik vpon their Tryall 
and Conniction there ſhall bee cauſe to reſpite the execution of any ofthem, yet Mee are reſolued 
not to let them lie in thoſe common Gaoles, much le ſle to wander about at large, but accozding 
to the example of foꝛmir times; to ſend them to the Caſtle of weſtbich, oz ſome other ſafe Paiſon, 
where they ſhall remaine vnder ſtrait and cloſe cuſtodie, and bee wholly reſtrained from exerct- 
ling their functions, oꝛ ſpꝛeading their ſuperſtitious and dangerous doctrine, 

And Wee are allo reſolued, whereof wee doe hereby giue notice to all, whom it may concerne, 
at their vttermoſt perils, That the Harbozours, Neteiers, and Maintainers of leſuites, Prieſts, 
aͤnd all ſuch others as haue receiued, oꝛ ſhall reteiue Oꝛders, as afoꝛeſaid, ſhall bee left to the dv» 


and oꝛdinary courſe of Law, 


And Wee doe further will and command, That all Dur Judges, Juſtites, and Miniſters of 
Juſtite in their ſeuerall plates. not only doe obſerue Our will and pleaſure befoze expꝛeſſed, in all 
and euery the pꝛemiſſes, but alſo — — allother Our Lawes in due execution againſt Popiſh Re- 
cuſants; And that Our Judges of Alliſe , at their returne out of their Circuites, doe from time to 
time hereatter, giue a true accompt of their pꝛoteedings therin, vnto Our Loꝛd Keeper of 
the great Seale, and that Our Toꝛd Keeper doe pꝛeſent the ſame vnto Us. 

And whereas heretofoze Mee graunted ſenerall Commiſſions, foz Leaſing and Demtiling 
of the Lands of Recuſants, liable to their fozfeitures, with Inſtruttions toꝛ the direction of Pur 
Commiſſioners in that Deruice, Mee, minding a due Refo:zmation ofthe manifold neglects and 
abuſes of Our inferiour Officers, and others, whereby that part of Our Reuenue hath beene 
extreamely leſſened, and thoſe who were back ward in Religion haue been enconraged to perſiſt 
in their obſtinatie and blindneſſe,haue cauſed thoſe Commiſſions and Inſtruttions to ; 
ed, and in many parts altered, foz our better Serutce and Pzofit ; And Mee doe hereby declare 
the lame, to the intent that ſuch as ſhall bee willing to Contract with Us, oz to further Our 
Seruice, ozaduance Dur Pzofite in that behalfe, may attend Our ſaid Commiſſioners, 

And whereas Wee are info:med, that dfuers haue Contracted foz Leaſes of Recuſantcs 
Lands, who doe not ſue out their Leaſes, to Our great hinderance, Dur Wl and pleaſure 
is, That all ſuch as haue already Contracted with Our Commiſſioners fo: Leaſes of Recu- 
ſants Lands, ſhall paſſe them vnder Pur Seales befoze the ende of Michaelmas Terme next, 
And ſuch as ſhall hereafter Contract foz any ſuch Leaſes , ſhall paſſe them vnder Our Seales, 
befoze the ende of the Terme then next following after ſuch Contracts made, oꝛ elle their Con- 
tracts to bee btterly boyd. 

Andwee doe ſtraitiy charge all Our ſayd Commiſſioners , that they bee carefull to aduance 
£urPz2ofit AY tothe true intent of Our Commiſſions and Ynſtructions; And that 
they ble all diligence to d , and aunoyde all abuſes which may tend to the diminution of 
Our Pzofit , oz to the increale of Popery , and backe-ſliding from the true Religion eſtabliſhed 
tn the Church of England.
